The health of the community has been very good 
there has been ne case of enteric, and very little 
diarrhoea has been reported; very few deaths from tuber- 
culosis have eceurred and only 10 deaths of children 
under 12 months have been registered. I have no doubt 
the advice given at Mothers' meetings has been useful 
in preventing early death. The instructions as to feed- 
ing the young given by the district nurses and to a large 
extent the greater care taken of children suffering from 
measles and whooping cough has had sxosllent results, \
